The drawings were received on February 6, 2004. These drawings are 
acceptable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C, 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 


Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Vetter 
('135) as advanced in the Office action of Paper No. 6. 


Claims 10-17 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed February 6, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

It is well established that a claim is anticipated if each and every element, as set 
forth in the claim, is found, either expressly or inherently described, in a single prior art 


states. 


Allowable Subject Matter 
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ceference. Applicant on page 12 of the instant response acknowledges this. Thus, the 
inquiry as to whether a reference anticipates a claim must focus on what subject matter 
is encompassed by the claim(s) and what subject matter is described by the reference. 
For anticipation to be present, it is only necessary for the claim(s) to "read on" 
something disclosed in the prior art reference. See Kalman v, Kimberley-Clark Corp,, 
713 F.2d 760, 772, 218 USPQ 781,789 (CAFC 1983), cert, denied . 465 U.S. 1026 
(1984). 

It has been previously advanced as to how the disclosed structure of Vetter 
('135) reads on the language of the claims in the advisory action mailed July 18, 2002, 
Paper No. 9, and the rejection mailed December 31, 2002, Paper No. 13. These 
remarks are incorporated by reference thereto. Applicant has not presented any 
substantive changes to the claim language or otherwise presented any convincing 
arguments to establish that the interpretation of Vetter ('135) is improper and precluded 
by the language of the claim(s). 

With respect to Vetter ('135), applicant continues to assert that "15" is the sill of a 
conventional window frame and "16" and "17" are the side jambs and therefore these 
elements cannot be interpreted as constituting any other element named in the instant 
claims. Be this as it may, this assertion is not persuasive because it appears that 
applicant is relying on the specification to impart to the claims limitations not recited 
therein. For example, where in the claims is it defined that the window frame 
constitutes a sill, side jambs and a top piece? The examiner cannot find such structural 
defiriition of the window frame anywhere in claim 1 . If this is such an important 
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distinction and is intended to be present as limiting elements of the claim, why have 
such not been recited? Further, what specific structure defines the "mounting 
arrangement"? Nevertheless, the specific makeup of the broadly recited "window 
frame" and "mounting arrangement" continues not to be defined in the claims and as 
such there is nothing in the claims to preclude the sill 15 from constituting the "mounting 
arrangement" while the side jambs 16,17 (and the top piece) constitute the "window 
frame".
